PICKING THE WINNERS CHIEF 
BUSINESS OF LONDON PAPER‘; 


CONSERVATIVES GET DECISION 


LONDON, No. 13.—(By Associated 
Preass)—While all the newspapers of 
Great Britain practically concede that 
the conservatives will have the largest 
group in the next houge of commons, 
if not a majority over all the other 
combined, even the liberal papers, 
which opposed the coalition are in no- 
wise satisfied with this prospect. 

The Manchester Guardian, which is 
the atrongest pilier of liberalism. 
Points out that the conservatives are 
@ minority party and that there ie 
Ganger that the country will be ruled 
by "a minority of the minority” mean- 
ing the extreme wing of the party. It 
argues that the section of the party 
represented by Lord Salisbury, the 
Duke of Northumberinad and others 
like them is composed of reactionaries, 
who would ruin the country if they 
had their way. “They are full-biooded 
protectionists and a steadfast menace 
to our associated commercial system.” 
says the paper, “They are militarists 
and would land us in reckless foreign 
enterprise they are for the rule of 
force and nothing but force, indeed, 
they would restore to the lords the 
power of veto over the commons.” 

The Guardian finds in conclusion, 
the only eecurity against them is Mr. 
Bonar Law, “who,” it sayz, “himself 
ie @ conservative, an orangemen and 
prytectionist, whose health may not 


long atand the strain of his position.’

Approximately two thousand. offic- 
ers of the Indian army will be demo- 
bilized soon and the problem which 
the army is confronted with is to find 
suitable occupations for these men. 
Ali of the men will huve at least 
$6,000 capita] to start with and most 
of them have a desire of starting in 
some business for themselves. 

Most of the men are between 20 
and 30 years of age and previous to 
enlistment in the army a large per- 
centage Were farmers. 

Major Yeats Brown has been gath- 
ering as much information on agri- 
culture in the West as possible. He 
has made a close study of the fruit 
farming in both Eastern Canada and 
on the coast end believes that this 
line will be more suitable for the old 
er men, while for the younger memb- 
ers of the army he is suggesting mix 
ed farming in the West. The fishing 
industry, Major Yeats-Brown  he- 
lieves, elao offers great opportuni- 
ties. 

Major Yeats-Brown has served in 
the Indian army for seventeen years 
and ie well known in literary circles.

The League Takes A Hand 

The League of Nations is taking 
a hand in the settlement of the 
near eastern trouble. It is supply- 
ing ships and railway trains, and 
hustling 10,000 Russian refugees 
out of Constantinople and into 
Greece and Bulgaria before 
the city is handed over to the 
Turks. For the reason, of course, 
that if they are not removed they 
will be massacred when the Allied 
troops depart. These unfortunates 
fled from Russia to escape murder 
orimprisonment by the Soviet. 
Now that Constantinople is to be 
turned over to the Turkish fac- 
tion that is in alliance with Lenin, 
they have to move again. In pro- 
viding them with transportation 
the League is doing a fine act of 
humanity, for which it deserves 
full credit. The nations which 
contribute to the expense of the 
organization, and which seem just 
now to be rather wondering what 
they are getting in return for the 
money, will surely have no fault 
to find with this item fh the bill 
of expenditures. 

But it does seem odd that the 
League of Nations should be func- 
tioning in that particular way in 
the fact of a situation such as ex- 
ists at the eastern end of the Med- 
iterranean, and that that is the 
only way it can function. The 
League was supposed to be set up 
as a super-national authority, with 
world-wide jurisdiction and reg- 
ulatory powers almost unlimited. 
The clauses in the covenant give 
it the right to intermeddle with 
the external relations and internal 
affairs of all nations, to the end 
of protecting minorities and sub- 
ject races, preserving peace, and 
securing allround justice without 
strife. The League is clothed with 
power to concentrate the strength 
of the civilized world against any 
nation that threatens to disturb 
the peace. If there is any part of 
the world where the services of 
such a referee would seem to be 
ealled for, and where they might 
be expected to be capable of ex- 
ertion, it is in the Levant. If the 
constitution of the League means 
anything the council of that body 
has only to issue notes to the pow- 
ers of Europe to align them solidly 
against the Turk in defence of the 
treaty of Serves. All this on paper. 
But when it comes to facts, all 
that the imposing organization 
can do is spend money to shift his 
intended victims out of reach of 
the victorious Kemal. From the 
position of world-dictator the Lea- 
gue of Nations has dropped to the 
status of those well-meaning peo- 
ple along the border zone who 
used to run ‘‘under-ground rail- 
ways’’ to help slaves who ran 
away from the southern planta- 
tions to make their way into Can- 
ada. It is an honorable and worthy 
service, but it could and would be 
performed by Britain or some 
other power quite as well as by the 
League; and it demonstrates be- 
yond question how little real pow- 
er is held by the supposed 
regulator of all nations. 

There would be no occasion to 
hurry any race or class of people 
out of Canstantinople if the Turks 
had undergone the regenerative 
process a good many people have 
hoped. If the League of Nations 
believed anything of the kind it 
would not be wasting money and 
time moving thousands of Rus- 
sians out of the city, and if Britain 
believed it British ships would not 
be carrying anti-Kemalist Turks 
to Egypt. The plain fact is that 
the Turk is recognized to he the 
same blood-thirsty, vengeful un- 
governable fanatic that he hus al- 
ways been. Neither the League 
nor Great Britain believe for a 
moment that he will keep the rules 
and regulations which will be laid 
down in the peace treaty for the 
nretection of minorities in Thrace.

admits knowledge that the Turks 
and the Bolshe are marching 


together for the domination of 
Europe. The Dardanelles might 
as well be handed over to Lenin 
as put within reach of Kemal. 


Branch Lines Needed. r 


The twelve-mile extension of 
the Lacombe-Rimbey railway line 
bas given railway accommodation 
to a well-settled and productive 


stretch of country where it was 
much needed and will be greatly 
appreciated. There are a hundred, 
perhaps several hundred, districts 
in the Province where similar 
branch-line extensions would bring 
needed relief to well developed 
sections in which production far 
exceeds local requirements but 
which are so far from existing 
railways that the cost of haulage 
eats up the profit on the export- 
able surplus. The theory that 
Canada has too much railway :: a 
gruesome joke so far as the set- 
tled portion of Alberta is concern- 
ed. Hundreds of miles more are 
needed at the present time to put 
the farmers within reasonable dis- 
tance of markets. 


The British Elections. 


Latest cable news indicates a 
poeny, that Premier Bonar 

w will have a majority as a re- 
sult of the British elections on 
Wednesday. Neither the labor 
nor Lloyd George parties have en- 
ough eandidates in the field to 
enable either of them to win, Nor 
is there a probability of both to- 
gether electing enough members 
to control the house if they united. 
The Asquith party has more than 
enough candidates to give a ma- 
jority but cannot reasonably ex- 
pect to elect a majority at this 
time. Once it is settled that the 
Conservatives are bound to have 
the largest group the choice of the 
electors is between a Conserva- 
tive government and a condition 
of uncertainty. It is inconceivable 
that under such circumstances the 
British electorate will do other- 
wise than vote strongly for the 
Conservative candidates, whether 
altogether approving of Conserva- 
tive principles or not. 


As To Examinations. 


Mrs. McKinney, formerly a 
member of the Alberta Legisla- 
ture. has been telling a Toronto 
audience that the examination 
method of passing pupils from one 
grade to another is not the best 
way to bring about an educated 
citizenry. There are many who 
will agree with her, to the point 
that the answers given to the 
questions on the examination 
paper do not always indicate the 
fitness of the pupil to take up the 
work of the succeeding grade. 
Quite often that is the fault of the 
questions rather than of the pupil. 
Sometimes it is harder to find out 
what the examiner wants to know 
than it is to answer the questions. 
But to abolish school examinations 
altogether would be a doubtful ex- 
periment. That would throw upon 
the teacher the responsibility of 
saying which pupils should be ad- 
vanced and which held back. It 
would open the door to individual 
error of judgment, partiality, par- 
ental influence, and the desire of 
the teacher to make a good show- 
ing. The opinion of the teacher 
should really count for some- 
thing, but to put the pupil entirely 
at his merey would not be fair to 
either, Examinations are neces- 
sary, useful and proper. But the 
questions on the examination pa- 
pers should be framed to find out 
whether the pupil has the mini- 
mum amount of knowledge requir- 
ed to fit him to take up the work 
of the next grade, not to ‘‘trap’’ 
the pupil, nor to test his ingenuity 
in finding out what the examiner 
is trying to ask him. Perhaps what 
is needed is some kind of a normal 
course for the authors of examina- 
tion papers.
